Shelbya'ille, Ind., Deo. 17.— Th 
tramp nuisance for some months paxt 
has been almost intolerably in this 
place. The cause of this was the fact 
tliat most of the surrounding towns 
have "stone piles," in which they plai 
their vagrants. Tliis place has at last 
awakened to the fact that something in 
that line would have to be done. The 
city oonndl has entered into a oontraot 
with the county commissioners whereby 
all prisoners can be kept in the county 
jail at the expense of the city. * 

A "stone pile" ordinance has been 
passed by the city, and the town is now 
prepiired to put to work all the tramps 
that come this way. Yesterday three 
men were arrested, and on the plea of 
being vagrants, they were each sen 
tenced to 1.*$ days on the "works" by the 
mayor. Tlie men went to work indus 
triously, and smm attracted a crowd. In 
ca.se tlie i)risoners refuse to work they 
are placed in solitary confinement, with 
a diet of bread and water. Kvery "hobo" 
that (oiiH's this way will now be put on 
the "stone jiile" or "hn'ked in a dungeon. 
The people hail the reform with delight.

WASRiNOTOif, Dec. 17.— The session 
of the senate developed the most event- 
ful and e.vciting debate tliat either 
branch of congress ha.s heaid in a long 
time. It bro-aght forward the recog 
uized leaders of the various parties and 
elements, including such conspicuous 
figures as Messrs. Sherman, Frye, Tel- 
ler. Gorman, Vest. Aldrich. I*latt, 
Mitchell of or gnn. Chandler, Hale and 
Allen who made statements on the 
leading questions which have engaged 
the attention of congress of late. 

Not only were lines laid down on 
t.ariff and finance, but the debate par 
took of all the pent-up feeling resulting 
from the rerent national conte,«t. Often 
it was dramatic in its intensity and at 
all times absorbingly interesting to the 
crowded galleries and intent body of 
senators. Political differences came in 
for a fair share of attention and the 
names of Mr. McKiuley and Mr. Biyan 
often were heard. President Cleveland 
also canio in for a share of attention. 
.Mr. AlU>n delaring that the president 
was a Republioan, who r^oiced with 
Republicans over iheir recent mutual 
victory. 

The debate came unexpectedly when 
Mr. Vest called up the Allen resolution 
for consideration of the Dingley bill, in 
order to make some remarks on it. Mr. 
Vest was in his usual caiutio vein and 
his speech teemed with, those graceful 
and catchy phrases for which he is 
noted. It severely arraigned the doc 
trine for protection, and deridwl tho 
promises of prosperity held out, he said 
by Mr. McKiuley, which could not bi 
fulfilled by \mjio% more taxes on the 

[leople. 

There were frequent sharp and amus 
ing ci'oss-fires between Mr. Vest and 
Messrs. Aldrich, (Miandler and Frye, 
The debate advanced to a more aciitt 
stage wlien Mr. Allen with liis u.sual 
bluiitness began to (juestion Mr. f'hanii- 
ler as to the future of the Dingley bill. 
He a.sserted that the Repulilieaiis had 
no need to fear opposition from the 
jiresident who had "gone over body aiul 
soal to the Republican j)arfy." 

This brought forward Mr. .Sherman 
and J\Ir. Telh-r. The (ihio senator 
spoke with deej) earnestness declaring 
that it was a crime for congress not to 
give the government ample revenue for 
Jieedful exiienditnres. He characterize d 
the silver substitut<> to the Dingley hill 
as a measure designed to cripple legis- 
lation ami obstruct the operations of 
the go\ erniiieiit. He ;i])|)roved Mr. 
Ch'velaiid's c(uirse in issuing bonds tt) 
maintain the j.-olil reserve. 

Mr. Teller followed ])oi!itinp o;it the 

futility of urgintr the Dingley 1. ill. \^ 
to future taritV hgislatioii, he reserved 
his jiidgment on it until the measure 
was presented and its merits con.sidered. 

Mr. (Jorinan also pointed out the use- 
lessiie.ss of urging the Diiiglev bill, coii- 
ce<Iing, howe ver, that after March 4 
next, tlm Republican senators would bo 
in sutlicieut strength to pass a tariff 
bill. As to tho eoui'se on the Democratic 
side, he said he anticipated no obstruo- 
tion to such a measure beyond an insist- 
iiiice on reasonable debate. 

Througliont the debate, tho sentiment 
had prevailed that the Dingley bill was 
dead and to give this final and appar- 
ently official sanction, Mr. Piatt of the 
finimce committee announced that no 
effort would bo made to urge that bill 
to pas.sago. Therenpion Mr. Sherman 
promptly arose and said that in view of 
wliat had been said, he acquiesced in 
the general sentiment that no further 
effort should be made on the Dingh'v 
bill. This was regarded as the fiuiil 
disposition of the bill. ^ 

This clost^d the exciting debate, and, 
on motion of Mr. Quay (Rep., F^.), the 
senate, ut 4 :3^ p. m., went into execu- 
tive session and soon after adjourned. 

Daring the morning hour the biU wa .> 
passed extending the time for buildm r 
u bridge over the Ifisaouri river at Le \ 
ington, Mo. 

The pension appropriation Mil wa.s 
then taken up and after a brief disons* 
sion waa passed as it came fnmi the 
houaa. ^ It now goes to the preddent. 



PHILIPPINE REBELLION 

<M'nrrnl ninni'o I>pi'hirr» lli- .Must Havo 
an.OOO Mori- Soliliprii. 

New York, De<v 17.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Manila says: Tin 

provinces of Bnlacan, Cavite and La 
guna are still rebel strongholds. The 
Spanish garrison under ( ieiieral Aguirn 
liolds the town and fortress i)f old Ca- 
vite. though surrounded by rebels ex- 
cept on the coast, which the Spanish 
flotilla dominates. 

The situation at Manila is v(>ry 
fctniuge. The oitiaens are Uving in 
state of riegs* but admirable order is 
preserved. Executions are of daily <x; 
cnrrence and cause not the least excite 
ment. The suburbs of the dty for four 
miles away are subject to intermittent 
raids by the rebels, who, after exchang 
ing shots with the Spanish pickets, re- 
tire toward Cavite, eight mih s aw ay. 

The effects of the bombardments art 
visible on tho outlying roads, whicl 
contain the luxurious residences of 
wealthy Spaniards and mestizos, which 
are all now deserted and the streets of 
the city are guarded bv troojis. 

There is no pMiiic and confidence i 
growing. Militarv liands play on aft- 
I rnoons, soci ' ty talces its drives as usual 
and the cafes are thronged li.ostly b\' 
officers. The chief danger the Spani>li 
dread is the spread of disall'eetion 
among the natives forming tln^ third 
iiriny of '.i.stiO men, all of Spanish orr 
gin. The latter arc treacherous and 
disloy.d, excepring in a few re;,-iments, 
but they are exci l'ent lij-'htiiig material 
ill guerilla operations. They are haril\ 
and brave and would be active ancl for 
niidal.U' foes for fr sli Kuro[) an frooiis 

I'lie .'-ipanisli i-oliey is to await rein 

forcelllelits before overwlirll'.lillg the 

reb.ls. Agtrro^ive laovements on a 
large scale are not yet ])M>>il)ie. 

Cieiieral l'>laii< o, in an interview 
states that ()(»(> inure tmtips are com 
ing, which is stifficient indication of tho 
extent of the rebellion, which is sup- 
ported liy at h'ast 10I),()IMJ active insnr- 
IH'iits. Of these one-quarter are armed 
and used to solid earthworks, while 
many have only b.irlMirous woaixjns.

At 10:;;() the Llrica struck (ill a big 
sand bar oil' tiie beach and m a short 
tune broke coiiipletely i;i liall'. Se\ei-al 
of the top sjiars went overluard. 

The lite.iaviiig crew of .Siuny beach, 
headed by ( 'api.uii , lames, launched u 
boat, but could do nothing at first in the 
sea. Tlie hccond tune the bout had 
made considerable lu'adway when it 
capsized, letting the crew into tho 
water. They nannw ly escaped drown- 
ing, but finally tiny re.u'hed tlie wreck 
and took otf ( aptain Patterson and all 
of his crew who were laslnd to the aft- 
erpart of the vessel. The nun were 
coin[)lelely < xii. lasted the hand hand fei t 
ot sev«ial being frozen. It was late 
yesti iil.iy aftt rnooii before they wert! 
able to tell the name of their vessel and 
of their expel u nee.

BLIND ING BLIZ ZARD.

New York, Dec. 17.— The northwest 

storm which Rtmck thi.s city aboat 10 
o'clock Tuesday night grew in violence 
until 6 o'clock yesterday morning, a 
howling gale of 60 miles an hours raged, 
driving snow throogh the air with 
blinding force and pilittg It in drifts. 
The storm, which can not be called a 
blizzard, because lacking the element of 
cold, was the worst since 18HS. At day- 
light yesterday morning five inchee ol 
snow liad fallen and was Iwing whirled 
abou* by the wind. As the day wore on 
the wind abntedand the snowfall dimin- 
ished. About 4 o'clock the sky began 
to clear and with nightfall the gale dis- 
appeared, moving on to scotirge New 
Englantl. About eight inches of snow 
fell. The lowest temperattire reached
